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ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a selective call 
receiver in which the 

inputted number of numerals for displaying message is

reduced and a message 

rich in feeling expression is displayed. 

SOLUTION: In the case that a received telephone dial 
number coincides with an 

own call number, a control part 5 stores once received 
data to a reception data 

storage memory 6, then reads the received data from 
the memory 6 and reads a 

routine display text corresponding to a routine text 
number in the received 

data from a message code memory 7 to display it to a 
display part 3. A routine 

display text consisting of a decorative picture that 
constitutes a part of a 

face showing a feeling expression, for example, using 
combined displays newly 

and a simple text or the like is stored in the message 
code memory 7. 

Therefore, when a caller inputs by connecting two 
routine text numbers forming 

one face after inputting a message instruction code 
through a telephone set, 

eyes and a nose corresponding to the 1st routine text 
number are displayed on a 
1st stage of the display part 3 and a mouth 
corresponding to the 2nd routine 

text number is displayed on a 2nd stage of the display 
part 3.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the selective-calling receiver which displays the 
message which combined and displayed the decoration picture, the alphabetic character, the text, etc. 
based on the combination of two or more fixed form statement numbers in a selective-calling receiver, 
especially the received data from a calling party, and was rich in the feeling expression. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The so-called pocket bell service which carries out the radio transmission 
of telephone call appearance or the message to the user under going out is used broadly. A display 
prepares and gets down to such a selective-calling receiver in recent years, and the message from a 
calling party is displayed on this display. 

[0003] Generally, a selective-calling receiver has a configuration as shown in drawing 1 . For example, 
if the telephone dial of the selective-calling receiver which a calling party wants to call is inputted from 
telephone, through an antenna, a telephone number to be dialed will be sent to a receive section 1 , and 
will be further sent to a control section 5 (for example, CPU) from a receive section 1 . When a control 
section 5 compares the self-call number memorized by the telephone number to be dialed which 
received, and the message code memory 7 (for example, ROM) and both are in agreement, the received 
data which consist of a message are supplied to a control section 5. In addition, when the telephone 
number to be dialed and self-call number which received are in agreement, a control section 5 operates 
the notice section 4, and tells a user a call by dial tone or vibration. 

[0004] Moreover, a control section 5 makes received data once store in the received-data storing 
memory 6 (for example, RAM). On the other hand, the fixed form display sentence corresponding to the 
fixed form statement number in received data is beforehand memorized by the message code memory 7. 
Therefore, a control section 5 is displayed on the display 3 which reads received data from the received- 
data storing memory 6, and reads the fixed form display sentence corresponding to the fixed form 
statement number in these received data from the message code memory 7, for example, consists of a 
liquid crystal display. 

[0005] Usually, if the telephone dial of a selective-calling receiver to call is inputted from telephone, the 
announcement "put in a message" will flow from an earphone. According to this, message instruction 
code and the announcement "wait for a while" if a fixed form statement number is subsequently inputted 
have a calling party, and a message is transmitted to a selective-calling receiver. 

[0006] Generally, the "free WORD approach" and another of those with two kind and one are the "fixed 
message approaches" at the transmission approach of a message. The free WORD approach is an 
approach of transmitting a text after the message instruction code "*2*2" by inputting the alphabetic 
character number which consists of double digits corresponding to one character. For example, if the 
message instruction code "*2*2" is inputted, a control section 5 will recognize that it is free WORD, 
will read "I" from the message code memory 7 as corresponding to "12" of an alphabetic character 
number inputted after the above-mentioned message instruction code, and will display it on a display 3. 
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Therefore, by inputting the alphabetic character number which consists of double digits corresponding to 
one character, a text can be created like a word processor and the message which consists of a text can 
be transmitted. On the other hand, the fixed message approach is the approach of inputting the fixed 
form statement number which consists of double digits corresponding to one simple text after the 
message instruction code "*0*0." For example, if the message instruction code "*0*0 M is inputted, a 
control section 5 will recognize that it is a fixed message, will read "good morning" corresponding to 
"01" of the fixed form statement number inputted after the above-mentioned message instruction code 
from the message code memory 7, and will display it on a display 3.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the case of the free WORD approach, although 
a message is told to an addressee, the input was complicated, and it had required time amount. On the 
other hand, in the case of the fixed message approach, the simple text could be displayed as a message 
by inputting double digits, but since it was a fixed form sentence, the limitation was shown in the feeling 
expression. 

[0008] This invention is offering the selective-calling receiver which displays the message which the 
purpose's reduced the number of figure inputs for a message indicator in view of the above-mentioned 
conventional technical problem, and was rich in the feeling expression. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above technical problems, the selective-calling 
receiver concerning this invention has the following descriptions. 

[0010] (1) The memory which stored the fixed form display sentence corresponding to the fixed form 
statement number in received data in the selective-calling receiver which has a display, It has a display- 
control means to read the fixed form display sentence corresponding to said fixed form statement 
number, and to display on said display from said memory if said received data are received. Further said 
display-control means Said fixed form display sentence corresponding to the combination of two or 
more fixed form statement numbers in said received data is combined [ continue it and ] and displayed 
on two or more steps, and a specific message is displayed. 

[001 1] With a display-control means, the fixed form display sentence corresponding to the combination 

of two or more fixed form statement numbers in received data can be combined [ it can be continued 

and ] and displayed on two or more steps, and a specific message, for example, the message which 

consists of expression of a face, can be displayed on a display. Furthermore, the message which was rich 

in the feeling expression compared with the former can be displayed in little figure input. 

[0012] (2) In the selective-calling receiver of a publication, said fixed form display sentence becomes 

the above (1) from a decoration picture and/or an alphabetic character, or a text. 

[0013] It becomes possible to follow, for example, to cover two steps, to decorate them, to combine and 

display a picture, and to display a face with expression on a display. Furthermore, a text can also be 

combined and displayed on the side of a face with expression. 

[0014] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of suitable 1 operation of this invention is 
explained. 

[0015] The configuration of the selective-calling receiver concerning this invention is explained using 
drawing 1 . In addition, the same sign is given to the same requirements for a configuration as the 
conventional selective-calling receiver, and the explanation is omitted to them. 
[0016] When the telephone number to be dialed and self-call number of the selective-calling receiver 
[ as well as the above-mentioned conventional selective-calling receiver ] of this invention which 
received correspond, as shown in drawing 1 , a control section 5 once stores received data in the 
received-data storing memory 6 (for example, RAM). Then, a control section 5 reads received data from 
the received-data storing memory 6, reads the fixed form display sentence corresponding to the fixed 
form statement number in these received data from the message code memory 7, and displays it on a 
display 3. 

[0017] The description of this invention is that the fixed form display sentence corresponding to it 
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continues and combines, and is displayed on two or more steps, and a specific message is displayed on a 
display 3, when two or more fixed form statement numbers combine and are inputted. For this reason, 
the fixed form display sentence which consists of two or more decoration pictures with which a part of 
face which has the expression which newly uses a combination display as shown, for example in 
drawing 2 in the message code memory 7 (for example, ROM) is constituted, a simple sentence, etc. is 



[0018] An example of the decoration picture memorized by the message code memory 7 ( drawing 1 ) of 
the selective-calling receiver of this operation gestalt and a text is shown in drawing 2 . Here, "**" 
means a tooth space and a "black painting rectangular head" means no registering (FF). As shown in 
drawing 2 , the fixed form display sentence which becomes the message code memory 7 ( drawing 1 ) 
from the decoration picture which constitutes a part of face which becomes the fixed form statement 
number (51-70) which consists of double digits, and a pair, a text, etc. is beforehand memorized by 12
